CONFESSION SPURRED BY FRIENDS 


Alderman William Mangler, spurred to 
confession by his conscience and the en- 
treaties of his wife and friends to clear his 
reputation from the stigma cast upon it by 
his silence, yesterday afternoon went be- 
fore the grand jury and told the name of 
the man who he says tried to bribe him to 
vote for the General Electric trolley ordi- 
nance. 

‘The man is an old friend and business ac- 
quaintance, Jacob L. Kesner, manager of 
the Fair department store. 

Kesner lives at 3545 Grand boulevard. 
He left the Fair store yesterday just after 
the State’s Attorney had summoned the 
messenger, Eddie Kehn, who is said to have 
carried the messages sent by Kesner to 
Mangler. From that time on Kesner was 
nut to be found. He had not reached his 
home at 2 a. m. and his wife had received 
no word from him. 

The action of the Alderman was taken 
without the knowledge of Levy and Isaac 
Mayer, the attorneys who appeared for him 
in the contempt proceedings before Judge 
Dunne, which resulted in the imposition of 
a fine of $1,000 and a term of three months 
in jail. This purges him of contempt and 
wipes out fine and imprisonment. 


Moved to Tears Before Jury. 
Mangler cried as he told the story to the 
jury and when he left the inquisitorial 
chamber his face showed strong traces of 
emotion, 
“ But I-feel ten years younger,” said he, 
now that I’ve got that load off my mind.“

I think the people who advocate the use 
of the torch and knife are either insane or 
criminals.

The belll- 
cose Branch No. 2 has declared for a prin- 
ciple of independence in thought and speech 
that is as dear to a great many of those most 
prominently identified with the Debs move- 
ment as any other which formed the. basis 
of Social Democracy. 

But what makes many of the radicals even 
more angry than this attempted “ despot- 
ism ”’ of President Debs is that he seems 
to them to lack courage. They say on many 
occasions he has given utteranee to senti- 
ments that were even more inflammatory 
than anything to be found in the objection- 
able resolution passed upon the subject of 
the Hazleton shooting. His Uhlich Hall 
speech is pointed out as a case in point. 
Then there is the speech he made at St. 
Louis at the labor conference, which con- 
tained sentences like these: 

“The last duarter of a century has 
so degraded American workingmen 
that there is hardly any spirit left in 
them, I have read that we are reach-~ 
ing a point where all trouble in civil. 
ized countries will be-settled without 
the aid of the sword or the bullet, but 
I want to say, should it be necessary 
in defense of American liberty, I shall 
be found in the time of trouble, not in 
the rear, saying ‘ go,’ but in the lead, 
calling on you to come. 

“This movement has attained tre- 
mendous impetus and will go ahead 
with a rush, When the people arc 
ready, and that day is not far off, my 
friends, there will be a spontancous 
uprising, the Supreme Court will be 
abolished, Congress dispersed, and 
the sacred rights of American citizens 
and American freedmen will be en- 
throned. (Great applause.) 

“On bearing arms: I hope in the 
march of common intelligence we will 
reach a point where we will be able to 
settle these questions without appeal- 
ing to the sword or bullet. I cannot 
tell. Certain it is there are thousands 
eft our fellow-citizens suffering, and 
certain it is this cannot last. The time 
will come to incite the populace. 
When that time comes you can depend 
on me. (Cheers.) I will not stand in 
the rear and ask you te go ahead. I 
Will be in front and say to you: Come 
on.” (Renewed cheering.) 

“I shrink from that bloodshed (Mr. 
Debs paused impressively), but if this 
is necessary to preserve liberty and 
our rights, in that event I will shed 
the last drop eof blood that courses 
through my veins.” (Outbreak of 
cheering.) 

After having said such things as these 
the radicals wish to know what he means 
by calling down upon them all the blame 
for taking an advanced stand. Some say 
that he is secretly in sympathy with them, 
that he is working for the same end, but 
that he dares not come out into the open 
and declare himself. Among this number 
fs Lucy Parsons. She still holds to her 
colors, admits she is an Anarchist, and 
maintains that Mr, Debs is. reat 
work for the cause she holds so dear. bas

chairman of Branch No. 2, who do not see 
duty lying in Mr. Debs’ path. These be- 
long to the number who hold that the author- 
ity he assumes is at variance to the whole 
principle of human equality for which they 
are contending. 


Differences in the Board. 

It is known that there is not the most sub- 
lime harmony among the members of the 
National Executive Board. This is com- 
posed of five persons, and not over three of 
these, including Debs himself, think as he 
does. Debs’ sympathizers are William E. 
Burns and Sylvester Keliher. The other 
two, Roy M. Goodwin and James Hogan, 
hold more or less secretly to the views ad- 
vanced by T. P. Quinn, and are in principle 
at least opposed to anything like a dicta- 
torial policy on the part of the President. 

For the present, however, the two latter 
have nothing to say in opposition to Mr. 
Debs’ policy. The possibilities of the new 
organization with which they are so promi- 
nently connected outweighsall personal con- 
siderations with them, and they are saying 
nothing, at least nothing for publication. 
Still, there are a great many people who say 
they know how they feel on the matter, and 
when there is occasion for action it is said 
they can be counted upon. 


Debs Will Be Silent. 

Mr. Debs said last night: 

**I do not care to enter into any faethe 
controversy with the members of Branch No. 
2. Publicity will not help the matter. I 
have decided to make no reply to the attacks 
made on me by members of Branch No. 2, 
that the incident may be closed as soon as 
possible.

Quinn Blazes Away at Dehs. 

T. P. Quinn, chairman of Branch No. 2, 
had a few warm things to say about Debs. 

80 Mr. Debs objects to our utterances 
now, does he?’ said he. See this. It is 
an extract from the published account of the 
speech he made on Aug. 31. He said: 

Phe Supreme Court of the United States 
is a breeder of revolution, and a few more 
injunctions will see all of us walking side 
by side and fighting for the cause of hu- 
manity. I am anxious; I am ready; the time 
is ripe.’ 

“The trouble with Mr. Debs seems to be 
that is unwilling to have his utterances go 
before the public.

Sydney, Cape Breton, N. S., Sept. 20.—I ar- 
rived at this port with my party at 5 p. m. 
today. All are well. 

The Hope came into this port burning her 
last ton of coal and with her bulwarks 
smashed. Her decks had been repeatedly 
swept by the furious seas of the unusually 
stormy summer. 

She is nearly as deep in the water as when 


‘she left here full Of coal, for the huge Cape 


York meteorite, the largest in the world, is 
in her hold bedded in tons of ballast. I have 
also on board six Cape York Eskimos, with 
tents, dogs, sledges, and canoes. 

I met all my old friends, the Eskimos of 
the Smith Sound region, and they are eager 
to codperate with me in the work of ex- 
ploration to the north of Greenland, which 
I expect to begin next year. «We visited Cape 
Sabine and secured relics there of the 
Greely expedition, most of whose members 
perished of starvation at that point. 

On the way north we landed the several 


parties who went with us on the Hope and 


took them up again on our journey south. 
Mr. Porter and his comrades landed at the 
whaling station at Cape Haven, on the west 
side of Davis Strait, on Aug. 3, and re- 
embarked on Sept. 18. Hugh Lee and his 
wife left us at Godharn on Aug. 7 and came 
on board again on Sept. 7. Professor Schu- 
chert landed at Omenak Filord on Aug. 8 and 
reémbarked on Sept. 2. Mr. Robert Stein 
went ashore Aug. 10 and was taken up again

The summer in Baffin Bay was marked 
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Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 20.—[ Special. 
Judge C. G. Foster of the United States Dis- 
trict Court today handed down a decision in 
the celebrated case against the Kansas City 
Live Stock Exchange, against which pro- 
ceedings were instituted a year ago under 
the provisions of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. Judge Foster has decided that the ex- 
change is operated in violation of the law, 
and his ruling has created a sensation in 
this city. 

The case is an outgrowth of the Greer, 
Mills & Co. action against the exchange. 
The firm was expelled for refusing to. pay 
a fine, and falling to secure reinstatement 
through the lower courts succeeded tn get- 
ting the United States District Attorney to 
bring action under the Sherman act, with 
the result that the exchange is enjoined 
from enforcing its by-laws. 

The court calls attention to the fact that 
the defendant association denies the ex- 
istence of a combine. In determining 
whether a combination exists he says it is 
necessary to consider not only the by laws 
of the association but its practical workings. 


Is a Combination, 


Discussing this point, he says substan- 
tlally: “The defendant association is lo- 
cated in the immediate vicinity of the Kan- 
sas City Stock-Yards, and in close connec- 
‘tion therewith. These yards, the packing- 
houses, and this.exchange are all situated 
at the gateway through which flows the 
great stream of commerce of several States 
and Territories. The defendant association 
is entirely voluntary in form, and does net 


directly require any person engaging in the 


glive stock commission business to become 


16 prohibits any member from dealing with 
any person violating any of the rules or 
regulations of the exchange or an expelled 
or suspended member after notice of such 
suspénsion has been issued by the Secre- 
tary or Board of Directors. In practice; as 


amply appears from the testimony of many 
witnesses, this rule shuts out all dealings 


and business intercourse between members 
and non-members of the association. It is 
shttrown beyond Cavil that the entire mem- 
bership of the association regards a com- 
mission merchant ‘attempting to do business 
at the 2 City Stock-Yards without 


a member, but it will be observed that rule 


courts to maintain their business and are 
temporarily protected by injunction. It ap- 
pears from the testimony that any person 
or partnership attempting to carry on busi- 
ness independent of the association is in- 
vited to apply for membership, and if he 
fails to do so or if rejectéd he attempts to

buildings, and all members are warned 
against dealing with him. ‘This admonition 
is strictly obeyed and such person is buy- 
cotted. The outcome is inevitable; the com- 
bined opposition of 300 men against one can 
produce but one result. 

Counsel for defendants have submitted 
for our consideration the rules of a great 
number of exchanges and boards of trade 
throughout the cities of the United States 
dealing in corporate stocks, grains, live 
stock, and various other things, and contend 
that they are essential, if not indispensable, 
to the commerce and business interests of 
the country, and that to grant the prayer 
of this bill would be the death blow of tfLese 
institutions. 


Exchanges Not Beneficial. 


**I may be permitted to say, however, 
that the methods and aims of many of these 
eachanges and boards of trade are not 
altogether beneficial to the business. and 
commerce of the country. That they are 
beneficial to the members and perhaps to 
the locality may be admitted. 

The crying complaint of today and the 
great menace to the welfare of the people 
is the tendency of wealth to monopolize 
and control by trusts and combines the 
products and industries of the country, and 
it must be confessed by every thoughtful 
observer that many of the so-called stock 
and produce exchanges are among the 
most potent Instrumentalities for the ac- 
complishment of these purposes by specula- 
tors and adventurers. Men who add nothing 
te the productive wealth of the country 
grow rich or poor by gambling on the wealth 
produced by others. Men are daily selling 
through these exchanges millions of bush- 
els of corn, wheat, and other produce who 
neither have nor expect to have a bushel. 
Others are buying millions who never ex- 
pect to receive a bushel. Both sides are 
tampering with the normal prices fixed by 
the law of supply and demand and attempt- 
ing by false and dishonest means and meth- 
ods to, serve their ends. The courts have,

in Violation of Inter-State Commerce Law—May Knock Out All 
Exchanges and Boards of Trade.

Subject to Interstate Law. 


It is indisputable that all the live stock | 


shipped to these defendants for sale from 
States other than Kansas or Missouri, after 
it has entered the current of commerce be- 
tween the States, continue and remain sub- 
jects of such commerce until the transporta- 
tion is terminated and the property becomes 
a part of the general property of the State. 
It is also well settled that while this property 
is the subject of interstate commerce no 
State, municipality, or other power but Con- 
gress can impose taxes, restrictions, or reg- 
ulations upon it except so far as is proper 
in the exercise of police regulations for the 
protection of the health, morals, and person 
of the citizen, and except for proper charges 
and regulations for the use of local instru- 
ments as aids or incidents to such commerce, 
such as docks, bridges, wharves, elevators,

TO PROTECT FUR SEALS. 


ENGLAND AGREES TO INTERNATION- 


AL CONFERENCE/ 


State Department at Washington Pub- 
dishes the Official Acceptance of the 
Proposals Made by Uncle Sam—Rus- 
sia and Japan to Participate—Lon- 
don Globe Prints a Violent Attack 
Upon the United States, Declaring 
It a Fourth-Rate Power. 


— 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—The State 
department today made public the corre- 

spondence in the Bering Sea negotiations, 
which were set free recently in London. The 
new matter is comprised in two letters, July 
28 and 29 last, from Lord Salisbury and Am- 
bassador Hay respectively. In Lord Salis- 
bury’s note is the definition from the British 
standpoint of the exact scope of the confer- 
ence, in this language: 

I have to state that her Majesty's gov- 
ernment is willing to agree to a meeting of 
éxperts nominated by Great Britain and 
Canada and by the United States, in October 
next, when the further investigations to be 
made on the islands during the present sea- 
son will have been completed. The object 
of the meeting would be to arrive, if possi- 
ble, at the correct conclusions respecting 
the numbers, conditions, and habits of the 
seals frequenting the Pribyloff Islands at 
the present time, as compared with the sev- 
eral seasons previous and subsequent to the 
Paris award. It seems to her Majesty's 
government that Washington would be the 
most suitable place for such a meeting.“ 

Ambassador Hay in his reply, which is 
very short and is mainly a repetition of Lord 
Salisbyry’s language, calls attention to one 
important point that may have been over- | 
looked by the British side or else was ignored 
purposely—namely: that the conference is 
to be international in one sense, and is not 
to be confined to representatives of the 
United States and Great Britain. On this 
point his letter, which closes the correspond- 
ence up to this time, says: 

It may not be out of place for me to recall 
to your Lordship that, as I have already had 
occasion to mention, the President expects 
the governments of Russia and Japan, 
powers interested in the preservation of the 
scal herds of Bering Sea, to be represented 
at the conference.” 


Preparing for the Conference. 
General John W. Foster returned to Wash-

Mr. Baldwin said: 

„ This message indicates that Andree has 
safely crossed the 150 miles or so of open 
water which extends from the north coast of 
Spitzbergen, to the beginning of the pack ice. 
When Andree wrote it he was sailing over 


tinuously to and beyond the north pole. It 
is significant to note that Andree was going 
eastward, the direction he intended to take. 
This is a straw which helps to verify his re- 
ported safe reappearance in arctic Russia.“ 

New York, Sept. 20.—[Special.]—Dr. Fred- 
erick A. Cook, the scientist and explorer, 
sailed this afternoon aboard the steamship 
Coleridge, bound for Rio Janiero, where he 
will join the Belgian expedition which is to 
leave that port in October for the explora- 
tion of the antarctic regions, with the ulti- 
mate hope of reaching the south pole. Dr. 
Cook, who goes as a member of the scientific 
staff, intends to return in about a year. He 
was surgeon of the first Peary expedition to 
the north pole in 1891, and later was a mem- 
ber of a relief party which went to the aid 
of that explorer.

SHIPS TOBACCO FROM HAVANA. 


General Weyler Compelled to Rescind 
His Order and Shipments Are 
Made to United States. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Havana, Sept. 18.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—General Weyler has at last been 
forced by the pressure exerted by the ex- 
porters of Havana to rescind his order pro- 
hibiting the exportation of tobacco from the 
island and during the present week several 
large shipments have been made. Onecargo 
of 1,200 bales went to Tampa on Wednesday, 
the first lot of Cuban tobacco forwarded 
to that city for over a year. Today 5,000 
bales were shipped direct to New York. 
Cigar and cigaret makers in Havana do not 
believe that sales can be found for the ship- 
ments made to the United States. The cost 
of tobacco here has risen from $25 a bale to 
$55 and when the export duty of $20 a hun- 
dred kilos and the cost of shipment are added 
a bale of tobacco will have to bring nearly 
$100 in New York to make the transaction 
profitable. 


TREATY OF PEACE IS SIGNED. 


Quairel Between Turkey and Greece Is 
Ended and Europe Con gratu- 
lates the Sultan.

WHAT HE TOLD TETUAN. 


United States Will Intervene at 
an Early Date. 


LIMIT SAID TO BE OCTOBER.

San Sebastian, Spain, via Bayonne, Sept. 

20.—[Copyright, 1897, by the Press Publish- 
ing Company, New York World. General 
Woodford, the United States Minister, in his 
three hours’ interview with the Duke of 
Tetuan Saturday, presented to the Spanish 
government no demand for the payment of 
money on account of American losses in 
Cuba. He confined himself to a very tem- 
perate statement of the great losses sus- 
tained by American commercial and tndus- 
trial interests because of the long-continued 
war, and urged upon the Spanish govern- 
ment the view that it is evidently impossi- 
ble for Spain to crush the rebellion within a 
reasonable time. He argued that even if the 
rebellion should be crushed by the methods 
hitherto adopted by General Weyler the 
island would be so completely devastated 
as to be of no further use to Spain or to the 


Cubans, 
Insists That War Be Stopped. 

General Woodford then insisted, temper- 
ately but earnestly, that the war must be 
brought to a speedy termination. If this 
were not accomplished by the end of Octo- 
ber, the Minister said, the United States 
must consider themselves at liberty to do 
whatever they ghall then deem necessary to 
secure complete and permanent peace in. 
Cuba. 

The Duke of Tetuan informed the Queen 
of what General Woodford had said, and the 
message surprised and pained her. She ex- 
pressed her readiness to go to Madrid di- 
rectly if the government considered her 
presence necessary to concert a reply clear- 
ly stating Spain’s determination to maintain 
her rights in Cuba. 

I met Sefior Silvela, leader of the Dissident 
Conservatives, today. He assured me that 
he would unite all of the opposition, heartily 
support any government in resisting the 
American pretensfons disclosed by General 
Woodford. 


Report Sent to Paris. 


Paris, Sept. 20.—A ‘dispatch from San 
Sebastian to the Temps of this eity says 


that in his interview yesterday with the. 


Duke of Tetuan, the Spanish Minister for 
| Foreign Affairs, the United States Minister 
to Spain, General Stewart L. Woodford, did 
not present any claim for indemnity, but 
confined the interview to a moderate state- 
ment of the great injuries commerce and 
industry’ had suffered in the United States 
through the prolongation of the Cuban war. 

General Woodford is said to have added 
that Secretary Sherman had desired him to 
declare to the Spanish government that it 
was evidently impossible for Spain to end 
the rebellion in a reasonable time, and, 
further, that if the war was continued Cuba 
would be devastated and of no utility to 
Spain or to the Cubans. 

In conclusion the United States Minister 
is reported to have insisted courteously but 
firmly upon the necessity of terminating 
the war, declaring that if it was not termi- 
nated by the end of October the United 
States would feel justified in taking meas- 
ures to secure the independence of Cuba.

Will Not Get European Ald. 

London, Sept. 21.—A dispatch to the Stand- 
ard from San Sebastian says: 

The government will take its time to re- 
ply to United States Minister Woodford, and 
will probably lay the case before the Euro- 
rean powers in the shape of an exhaustive 
exposition of the whole matter, But last 
year the Foreign Office ascertained that the 
sympathies of the powers were not likely 
to go beyond platonic censure of the conduct 
of the United States. Much anxiety is no- 
ticeable in court and official circles.“ 

Will Solwe Ministerial Crisis. 

Madrid, Sept. 20.—In official circles here 
the greatest secrecy is maintained regarding 
the ultimatum of the United States, which is 
looked upon as bound to,cause a great sen- 
sation in Europe, and to have the greatest 
consequences for Spain. While not intend- 
ing it, it.is believed the action of the United 
States has greatly facilitated a selution of 
the ministerial crisis, and that there will be 
a reorganization of the Conservatives under 
General Azcarraga, the Premier, and. Don 
Francisco Silvella, the leader of the dissi- 
dent Conservatives. 


NO RASH MOVE CONTEMPLATED. 


It Is Stated at Washington That Only 
a Preliminary Ultimatum 
Has Been Given Spain. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—[Special. ]— 
„A preliminary ultimatum,” is the designa- 
tion applied by an official of the State de-. 
partment to the representations made by 
Minister Woodford to the Duke of Tetuan. 
The Whole tenor of his communication was 
that of a frank, candid warning to Spain. 
While not in itself constituting an ultima- 
tum, it clearly foreshadowed future decisive 
action on the part of the United States. 

A cipher dispatch from Minister Wood- 
ford received last night-and translated this 
morning, informs the State department that 
he had conferred with the Duke of Tetuan 
and carried out his instructions. He was 
informed by the Duke that his representa- 
tions ‘would, with all due haste, be laid be- 
fore the Ministry and the Queen immedlate- 
ly upon the return of the court to Madrid 
in October, and a reply forwarded at the 
earliest date consistent with proper condéd-. 
eration. 

The instructions which Minister Woodford 
announces have been ‘executed were of a 
pacific character as viewed from the pres- 
ent standpoint, but bellicose in eventual 
possibilities, He was briefly directed to 
convey to the Spanish government the great 
desire of President McKinley and his ad- 
ministration that the prevailing war in 
Cuba should be brought to a speedy termi- 
nation. 

United States to Intervene. 


He was told to emphasize the losses being 
sustained by American citizens engagéd in 
mercantile enterprises. in Cuba and lastly 
to intimate that unless the war could be 
brought to a conclusion within a reasonable 
future period the United States might find 
it necessary to take such steps as would 
be calculated to pacify the island, prevent 
further destruction of property, permit the 
full resumption of business, and subserve 
the best interests of humanity. 

These are the representations which Min- 
‘4ster Woodford, in courteous and diplo- 
matic language, laid before the Duke of. 
Tetuan. Similar communications have been 
received before and the reception of such 
a communieation Gould not have been eh- 
tirely unexpected.

But when that stipulated time 
shall have expired, then the administration 
will be. in a position to call the attention cfr 
Spain the fact that all reasonable oppor- 
tunities had been allowed for the subjuga- 
tion of her rebetifous colonists, and that the 
intervention of this government can no 
longer be deferred. 

It is clearly pointed out here that Minister 


Woodtord could not have fixed a time umit 


for the temination of the war, either early 
or late in October. It is inferred that the 
date designated by the Duke of ‘Fetuan tor 
the return of the Spanish court to Madrid 
must have been mistaken for the period 
fixed by the Minister by which the wat must 
be concluded. 


Must Have Time to Reply. 

It is always customary before the deliver- 
ance of an ultimatum that the government 
in fault be given reasonable time in which 
to make a reply and state the case in its own 
defense. There are but few instances on 
record when a definition has been made of 
what constitutes a reasonable time. The 
only recent illustration was the action of 
Secretary Olney during the correspondence 
regarding the Mora claim, when he con- 
Strued sixty days to be a reasonable time 
within the meaning of diplomatic usages. 

So pacific were the instructions given Min- 
ister Woodford that they wére approved by 
the Cabinét, six of the members being known 
as extremely conservative on the Cuban 
question. When the President was outlining 
the representations he desired to have placed 
before the Spanish government Secretaries 
Gage, Sherman, Alger, and Bliss, all million- 
aires, and. largely interested in commercial 
enterprises, did not consider them too rad- 
ical, or in any way calculated to precipitate 
a crisis. These officers united in the belletf 
that the government of Spain could not take 
serious offense at the very temperate views 
entertained by the administration that the 
war was proving disastrous to American 
business Interests, and it was the sense of 
this government that it should be brought to 
a close. So conservative did they consider 
the course adopted by the President that 
they have since ridiculed the idea that a 
rupture is imminent between the United 
States and Spain. 

Think War Impossible. 

These four Cabinet officers, with Secretary 
Long, who represents a section of the coun- 
try strongly opposed to war, have during 
the last month steadfastly maintained that 
the policy of the administration to Cuba does 
not even involve the possibility of an armed 
controversy with Spain. They have declared 
that nothing is sought at this time but to 
afford opportunities for the revival of busi- 
ness and the restoration of confidence and 
prosperity. These, in their opinion, would all 
be hazarded by any action which could be 
construed as inviting a crisis. 

So impressed Mave the members of the 
Cabinet been with the temperate character 
of the instructions given Minister Woodford 
that it is practically impossible to convince 
higher official circles here that the delivery 
to the Spanish government of Minister 
Woodford’s message can either now or in 
the immediate future produce serious inter- 


.national complications or result in an ulti- 


matum. 
Discussed by the Cabinev. 

The cablegram received from Minister 
Woodford was at once laid before the Presi- 
dent, who more fully than his immediate 
advisers appreciated its importance. [twas 
made the basis of a serious discussion to- 
night at the Executive Manaion. Secretary 
Alger, the most trusted of the President's 
official family, Attorney General McKenna, 
and Assistant Secretary Day were invited 
to dine with the President. Later, they 
divided their earnest attention between the 
Cuban situation in its new phase and the 
opinion being prepared by the Attorney Gen- 
eral regarding the imposition of discrimi- 
nating duties on bonded goods. This con- 
ference was held in oraer that Assistant 
Secretary Day, who is charged with the 
transaction of all diplomatic matters relat- 
ing to Spain, may be the better fortified for 
any emergency that might arise during the 
President's absence in Massachusetts. 

From this conference it may be inferred 
that while the plans adopted by the Presi- 
dent for restoring péace in Cuba are of the 
most temperate and conservative character. 
it is his intention to secure their consumma- 
tion by the majntenanco of a firm and un- 
yielding attitude. 

Sherman Refuses to Talk. 

When Secretary Sherman was tonight 
shown the cable advices from Madrid and 
Paris he protested that he knew absolutely 
nothing about the matter. He refused to 
affirm or deny reports as to the aracter 
of the instructions given Minister Woodford, 
and said it did not necessarily follow that 
he was cognizant of their nature. He 
solemnly affirmed that he was ignorant of 
the contents of Minister Woodford's cable- 
gram announcing the execution of his in- 
structions. 

But if I knew all these things,“ said Sec- 
retary Sherman, I would not say one word 
about them. I will not be drawn into a dis- 
cussion of matters involving the relations of 
this government with a foreign nation.” 

First Assistant Secretary Day remained at 
the Executive Mansion until a late hour. 
He refused to express any opinion concern- 
ing the information cabled from Madrid 
further. than to intimate that the word 
‘‘ultimatum’’ was a misnomer as applied 
to the representation made by Minister 
Woodford.

New York, Sept. 20.— The members of the 
Council of Administration of the National 
Association of Credit Men met here today 
behind closed doors. One of the subjects 
considered was a suggestion to form a 
branch of the association to investigate fail- 
ures where fraud is suspected and to prose- 
cute the guilty parties-criminally. The fol- 
lowing was unanimously adopted: 


Resolved, That the plan of dealing with’ 


suspicious faitures presented is approved, 
and the board recommends that the propo- 
sition contained therein to select legal cor- 
respondents throughout the United States 
to act in conjunction with some well-known 
detective agency in investigating such fatl- 
ures be especially emphasized in carrying 
out such a plan.“ 

Secretary Boocock also said that on the 
request of five members a suspicious fail- 
ure would be investigated, and, if. found 
fraudulent, and thought advisable, the 
guilty parties would be prosecuted crim- 
inally by the national assoolation. Mr. Boo- 
cock said that there would be a committee 


of thirty scattered all over the country, prin- 


cipally in the large business centers, which 
would act in conjunction with the investt- 
gating committees of the twenty-two local 
associations.

Chief's Motive. 


As to the motive prompting the Chief's 
order there was much speculation among 
those who overlooked the “ leading-the- 


young-men-astray ” explanation.

The doors of the gambling-house at 311 
Clark street, which have been open under 
all administrations for years, were barred 
last night, and no games of any kind were 
allowed. In two or three of the other 
houses 2 few dealers were passing away

in sight. 

In houses south of Twenty-second street 
a little more latitude was allowed. Stud and 
draw poker were played, but the crap 
games were closed. 

The instructions regarding slot machines 


were mentioned in a general order to in- 


spectors and Captains, which, after quoting’ 
the State statutes on the subject, concluded 
as follows: 

The law is very explicit and direct we Wee 
this matter, and you are hereby ordered to see 
that the same is rigidly and absolutely enforced. 

Commanding officers will be held strictly re- 
sponsible for the enforcement of this law, and 
you will see that all slot machines are removed 
from all places in your respective prec'ficts. 

JOSEPH KIPLEY, General Superintendent. 

In the up-town district a number of the 
slot machines were removed, and it was said 
others would be taken out today. In the 
levee district, however, little attention was 
paid to the order, and the machines were 
running as usual. Inspector Hartnett said 
he had sent men through the district to 
notify all keepers of slot machines to remove 
the devices.

“I instructed my officers, in taking that 
Injunction to serve it, to stand behind- it 
like the soldier behind the fortress, but to 
keep within the lines of the injunction and 
not to extend or step beyond it, and to do 
nothing excepting exactly that which was 
required. 

“This order was not an innovation. It is 
an application of what I consider good law, 
and was done in a proper case to protect 
property of the plaintiffe, which the court 
conceives to be its duty, just as it would 
protect the rights of the defendants in the 
proper exercise of all their privileges under 
the constitution.“ 


RUNNING FIGHT WITH STRIKERS. 


Detective Bassett Has a Thrilling Ex- 
perience in Rescuing Maine Con- 
i tractors from a Mob. 


Waterford, Me., Sept. 20.—[Special.]— 
State Detective Albert P. Bassett and six 
Italians were wounded last night in the 
rescue of the Boston contractors held pris- 
oners by the 225 striking Italians. 
‘Detective Bassett's experience was a most 
thrilling one. He had a running fight for al- 
most a mile with the 200 enraged Italians. 
More than 100 shots were exchanged, while 
the air was full of knives, clubs, and stones. 
The strikers repeatedly threatened to kill 
Contractor Davis if they were not paid this 
morning. The rescue was by strategy, the 
detectives visiting the prison as friends, and 
the prisoners making a desperate dash for 
their carriage. The Italians pursued the 
wagons, shouting and shooting, but the 
horses quickly distanced them. An instant 
later 225 frenzied Italians surrounded Bas- 
_ gett. One of them rushed through the crowd 
swinging an ax, and struck at the detective’s 
. head with all his strength. Bassett dodged 
the blow, and the ax flew from his assall- 
ant's hands, making for an instant an open- 
ing through the angry mob. Bassett ran for 
his life, and emptied his revolver at the 
crowd as he ran. His wounds are not dan- 
a gerous.

OPERATORS STATE THEIR CASE. 


They Point Out That the Miners of IIIi- 
nois Have Broken an Agreement 
Which Runs Until Next May.

Springfield, III., Sept. 20.—[Special. ]—Pres- 
ident James Carson of the United Mine 
Workers of Illinois has received the follow- 
ing letter from the representatives of the 
mine owners of northern Illinois: 


Chicago, Sept. 16.—Mr. James Carson, Presi- 
dent, United Mine Workers of Illinois, Spring- 
field, III.— Dear Sir: The mineowners of the dis- 
trict known as Northern Illinois have beon in- 
vited to attend a conference of miners and mine- 
owners at Springfield, III., on Sept. 20, for the 
purpose cf rearranging the scale of mining wages 
throughout the entire State. The mineowners of 
this district are of the unanimous opinion that 
they cannot fairly or justly be asked to take part 
in any such rearrangement, and that it can do no 
possible good for them to attend such a meeting 
at this time. 

Our reasons for adopting this position are well 
known to you, but will bear repetition. For sev- 
eral years previous to May 1, 1897, the mineownxrs 
of Northern Illinois had worked diligently in co- 
operation with the miners, to maintain the old 
established scale of wages in Illinois and Indiana. 
The miners’ organization entirely failed to control 
the scale of wages elsewhere, although in North- 
ern Illinois the mineowners faithfully carried out 
their agreement to pay the established scale. This 
policy resulted in a constant and very great loss of 
tonnage to the northern Illinois mines, and it be- 
came especially evident during the year preceding 
May 1 last that the wage scale of norther’ IIII 
nois must be readjusted or the loss of businecs 
would not only become permanent but be still 
greater. The business which the northern IlHnvis 
mines lost went mainly to the mines in Indiana 
and eastern, central, and southern Illinois, all of 
which were working below the former agreed 
scales. 

Conferences were therefore held between repre- 
sentatives of the miners and of the mineowners, 
prior to the May settlement, at which these facts 
were all discussed and clearly set forth to the 
miners by their accredited representatives. Thev 
admitted the truth of these statements and agreed 
that the wage scale of northern Illinois should be 
readjusted to.enable the mineowners to protect 
their present business, and if possible regsin the 
business theretofore lost. Accordingly a scale of 
wages for the year ending May 1, 1898, was pre- 
sented by the mineowners to the miners’ repre- 
sentatives, and by them presented to the minera 
themselves for ratification and acceptance. After 
several weeks’ deliberation the miners accepted 
this scale and made contracts with their employ- 
ers for the maintenance of the scale until May 1, 
1898. They then returned to work and continue] 
to work until called out to take part in the national 
suspension of July 4. Between the time they re- 
turned to work and July 4 the mineowners, with 
the knowledge and approval of the miners, entered 
into large contracts with consumers of coal to suv- 
ply coal at prices therein fixed until May 1. 1598. 
These contracts were based upon the scale ot 
wages which had been agreed to with the men, and 
contained no provision for advance in the price cf 
mining, and should any advance be made therein 
it will have to come entirely out of the pocket of 
the mineowner. 

We répudiate any responsibility for the present 
low basis of mining wages. We have repeatediv 
stated our position to you or your predecessore and 
have acted in consonance with that position. We 
are stil! willing to maintain that position at the 
beginning of any scale year when you have 
demonstrated your ability to bring into conference 
all the competitive mining interests throughout 
the States of Illinois and Indiana; but it should be 
evident toall reasonable men that once having con- 
tracted with your constituents, and on the faith 
thereof having legally bound ourselves for the 
delivery of large quantities of coal during the 
period concurrent with the agreement of mining 
wages, we cannot and ought not to be expected to 
do otherwise than rely upon the faithful discharge 
of the miners’ contracts. 

We favor, and will attend, a joint conference of 
the competitive mining interests of IIlinois and 
Indiana with the miners’ representatives at any 
time after the resumption of mining under the 
present contracts. Such a conference should be 
held a sufficient length of time prior to May 1. 
1898, to give ample time to prepare for the main- 
tenance of any scale of wages which may be agreed 
upon for the year then ensuing; and we will agree 
to any fair, relative scale which may be arrived at 
by any such conference, — Lang te our principal 
competitors are parties. ours truly,

field, III., Sept. 20.—[Special. ]—Gov- 
eee ate today received the followirg 
telegram from Dr. J. A. Egan, Secretary of 
the State Board of Health, now at Cairo, 
informing him of one new case of yellow 
fever in that city: 

“Issued quarantine order published this 
morning after consultation with Dr. Gul- 
teras as a precautionary measure. One 
new case this morning, properiy quaran- 
tined; no danger of spreading. Other cases 
recovering. Very little excitement here. 
Kentucky codperating and taking charge of 
suspicious cases at East Cairo.” 

Chief Clerk Ryan of the State Board of 
Health today received the following tele- 
gram from Dr. Egan: 

Until further orders no passengers from 
Louisiana, Alabama, or Mississippi, nor rail- 
road employés accompanying the same, wiil 
be permitted to leave trains at any point in 
the State of Illinois south of the line of the 
Baltimcre and Ohio Southwestern, running 
from East St. Louis on the west to Vin- 
cennes, Ind., on the east. 

This prohibition applies also to passen- 
gers from other States who are transported 
in cars with those from Mississippi. Ala- 
bama, and Louisiana, and all passengers 
from the States mentioned and East Cairo, 
Ky., must not be earried to any point in 
Illinois, Chicago excepted, north of the line 
of the Baltimore and Ohio, above referred to, 
unless provided with clean bills of health, 
signed by authorized national, State, or 
municipal health officers. 

“All cars in which passengers from in- 
fected districts are carried must be thor- 
oughly disinfected at the terminal points by 
means of sulphur or formuldenyde.”’ 

Cairo, III., Sept. 20.—The-two fever pa- 
tlents are getting better at the Marine Hos- 
pital. Another case is reported at the 
dredge boat at East Cairo, Ky. A strict 
quarantine has been established against all 
infected points. 


BAD REPORT FROMNEW ORLEANS 


Eighteen New Cases and a Further 
Spread Probable Owing to a 
Physician’s Neglect. 


New Orleans, La., Sept. 20.—The largest 
number of cases reported on any day since 
yellow fever first made its appearance in 
New Orleans two weeks ago was recorded 
this evening, although not a single case had 
proven fatal during the day. There were 
eighteen cases in all, as follows:

The most sensational incident of the day 
was the announcement from Dr. Joseph 
Holt, expressed to the Board of Health, that 
he had discovered nine cases among his prac- 
tice, the first of which had come under his 
observation on Friday. 

Inspectors were sent to the various houses 
where Dr. Holt reported sickness to exist. 
The places were all disinfected and guards 
placed in front of them, but the board said 
it had very little hope of the effectiveness of 
these measures, since all those who desired 
were given an opportunity to escape from 
the infected houses. One of the houses where 
four of the patients are is a fashionable 
boarding-house. The first case to develop 
in this house was at 2:80 on Saturday morn- 
ing, and the other cases in the same house 
were noted on Saturday afternoon. Those 
living in the house got out of the house as 
fast as possible. Some of them moved their 
baggage on Saturday and others on Sunday, 
while it is said some of the boarders took a 
train and wentto Atlanta. Shortly after the 
Board of Health was made acquainted with 
the contents of the letter of Dr. Holt it held 
an executive conference and decided to im- 
mediately order its board of experts 
to visit the nine cases of Dr. Holt 
and decide whether or not they were suffer- 
ing with yellow fever. The experts attempt- 
ed to carry out the instructions of the board 
this afternoon, but when they proceeded to 
the first house Dr. Holt entered an objection, 
and refused them permission to examine any 
of his patients, taking the position that he 
had properly diagnosed them, and that being 
an expert himself there was no occasion for 
further investigation. After the experts 
made their report the Board of Health went 
into executive session and (discussed at 
length what was termed Dr. Holt's violation 
of a city ordinance which he had himself 
had passed, and which provides for the pun- 
ishment by fine and imprisonment of any 
physician who might fail to report a positive 
or suspected case of yellow fever in a period 
like the present. The question of the im- 
mediate prosecution of Dr. Holt was raised. 


MAIL SERVICE IS PARALYZED. 


Mississippi Health Officials Refuse to 
Permit Sacks to Be Carried, 
Nen if Fumigated. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—The Post- 
office department has received information: 
that the Mississippi State Board of Health 
has quarantined all mails from the infected 
districts of that State and refuses to per- 
mit them to be dispatched to their desti- 
nations even if fumigated. 

The War department has authorized the 
Collector of Customs at Mobile to use the 
government reservation at the mouth of the 
harbor were during the prevalence of yel- 
low fever. General Wilson, Chief of Engi- 
neers, has authorized Major Willard, the 
United States engineer officer at Vicksburg, 
to transfer his office temporarily to St. 
Louis. 

Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 20.—[Special.}—The 
City Council has taken the unusual action 
of providing a penalty of sixty days in the 
chain gang for anybody who falsely re- 
ports or circulates rumors of yellow fever. 
The mail service of the South is paralyzed 
by the yellow fever scare. Hundreds of 
refugees are arriving. 

Scranton reports fifteen new cases: no 
deaths. Biloxi reports one death. There 
are fifty-four cases at Edwards, Miss., sev- 
eral new ones having appeared today.

Says Time Has Come to Make Exam- 
ples of Would-Be Bribers 
of Officials. 


Mayor Harrison expressed himself highly 
pleased that Alderman Mangler had told 
his story to the grand jury. 

“He ought to have done it long ago,“ 
continued the Mayor, ‘‘and the majority 
of people would have approved his action. 
The time has come to make an example of 
some of the men who seek to bribe officials, 
and put a stop to it.

BRYAN’S HARD TASK IN IOWA. 


Silver Apostle Tries to Restore Har- 
mony in the Ranks of the 
Silver Forces. 


Des Moines, Ia., Sept. 20.—[Special.]—One 
of the many difficult tasks which Chairman 
Walsh and the.Popocratic Central commit- 
tee have undertaken in connection with 
Bryan's tour of the State this week is to 
line up the Populist and free silver Repub- 
lican contingents in support of Judge 
Kinne, the Popocratic candidate for the Su- 
preme Court. Judge Kinne is a sound 
money Democrat, and has lately been called 
upon to explain a letter written by him in 
June last, before the Popocratic convention 
met, in which he said: 

„I supported the Democratic ticket—reg- 
ular Bryan ticket—last fall, and think that 
I am as good a Democrat as any one, though 
I am not in favor of the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 tol, or 
at any other arbitrary ratio, regardless of 
the effect on the purchasing power of silver. 
If I must say I am in favor of the Chicago 
platform in order to be nominated for Judge 
I will not be nominated.”’ 

There was @ large attendance at the Bryan 
meeting this afternoon. He spoke for two 
hours and emphasized what has been said 
in regard to the object of his coming to 
Iowa at this time by urging that the cam- 
paign in this State be fought out on national 
issues. 

In regard to the return of prosperity he 


said: 

„The first hopeful thing that came to aid 
Republican imagination since the election 
was the discovery of gold in Klondike, and 
the second was the rise in the price of wheat. 
The Republicans, however, had no right to 
rejoice over the discovery of the new gold 
mines, because this would tend to increase 
the volume of the money, and that was 
opposed by the Republican platform, and as 
to the rise in wheat, it came from famine 
abroad and in fact did not benefit the man 
who had no wheat to sell. He did not find 
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suffering.”

KANSAS CITY 
LIVE STOCK EXCHANGE 
HELD ILLEGAL. 


(Continued from first page.) 


wall, said last evening the Chicago organiza- 
tion is in precisely the same boat. 

The Chicago Live Stock Exchange has 
the same sort of absurd rules and regula- 
tions as the Kansas City association, he 
said. [t prescribes minimum commissions, 
forbids the sending of telegrams giving in- 
formation to farmers as to the state of the 
market except under certain conditions, and 
denies to members the right to buy live 
stock from or sell it to any persons other 
than members and stock owners, and these 
rules are enforced by fine, suspension, and 
expulsion when necessary. Judge Foster 
has held that these rules are in violation of 
the anti-trust law as in restraint of trade. 
Of course an appeal will be taken and the 
matter will go to the United States Supreme 
Court. It is true the Chicago organization 
defeated the American Live Stock company, 
but the issues joined were not the same. 

C. W. Baker of the Chicago exchange said: 

The Kansas City association is probably 
amenable to the interstate commerce act in 
a way we would not be, as the stock-yards 
there are partly in Kansas and partly in 
Missouri.“ 

Case of H. D. Rogers. 

The case in which the Chicago Live Stock 
Exchange was defendant was begun by the 
American Live Stock Commission company, 
whose manager, H. D. Rogers, had been a 
member of the exchange. The commisson 
company was organized by a number of 
cattle-shippers on peculiar lines. One ofthe 
regulations was that all net profits were to 
be distributed to shareholders, 66 per cent 
in the ratio of the amount of stock they had 
shipped, and 35 per cent in the ratio of shares 
they held in the corporation. Rogers, in 
making application for membership, did not 
state what sort of a body the company was. 
The exchange discovered the rule by which 
the first year’s profits were distributed and 
began proceedings against Rogers. Later it 
concluded to drop the proceedings against 
him and to adopt a rule barring commission 
men with similar arrangements and forbid- 
ding members to trade with them. The law- 
suit was partly in relation to the transter- 
ence of Rogers’ membership to his suc- 
cessor, Eli Titus, and partly to enjoin the 
exchange from enforcing its rules against 
the commission company. 

On Oct. 31, 1892, Chief Justice Joseph M. 
Bailey delivered an opinion holding that the 
commission company had no rights to mom- 
bership in the exchange, the exchange being 
held to be a voluntary association. 


Foreshadowed by Judge Bailey. 

The opinion in some measure foreshadowed 
that of Judge Foster,.though the matter of 
minimum commission charges was not 
passed upon. 

The law does not prohibit the making ot 
contracts in restraint of trade,” declared 
Justice Bailey; it merely declines, after 
they have been made, to recognize their 
validity. If the by-laws in question are in- 
valid because of being in improper restraint 
of trade, they are merely void, and the 
members of the exchange, being under no 
obligation to ober them, may, perhaps, be 
entitled, at theif own instance, to protec- 
tion against such disciplinary consequences 
as the exchange may see fit to impose in 
case of disobedience.”

Compromise on Another Candi- 
date Now the Talk. 


WILL IT BE COL. STRONG? 


New York, Sept. 20.—[Special.]—The possi- 
bility of Seth Low withdrawing from the 
Mayora)ty race and the report that he was 
much dissatisfied with the situation wera the 
most prolific causes of interest and specula- 
tion in the local political world today. The 
foundation for the story that Mr. Low might 
retire from the contest was an interview 
with Mayor Strong, who has all along been 
an ardent Low man and declared unreserv- 
edly that he would like to see him elecced. 

The Mayor expressed the opinion that it 
was not unlikely Mr. Low would withdraw, 
that the Republicans would also taken acwn 
their candidate, and a compromise finally be 
effected on some one agreeable both to the 
sad union and the Republican organ’za- 

on. 


Strong Talks with Low. 

Mayor Strong has been talking with Mr. 
Low, but what passed between them he 
refuses to say. As to the situation, how- 
ever, the Mayor said: 

Mr. Low is a very plucky man, and he 
seldom gives up what hc has once deter- 
mined on. But Mr. Low is a sensible man, 
and if he is convinced that he cannot be 
elected I have no doubt that some other 
arrangement will be made.” 

Do you mean, Mr. Mayor, that if the 
Republicans put up a straight ticket M1. 
Low will withdraw, and that the Repub- 
licans will then withdraw their candidate, 
and that some candidate agreeable to the 
Citizens’ union and the Republicans will be 
united upon?“ 

es, sir; that is what I believe will be 
the ending of this mattér. While Mr. Low 
is both plucky and determined, he is pos- 
sessed of a great deal of good sense. Before 
he will withdraw he must be convinced that 
he cannot win. When he is convinced of 
that fact his own good sense will tell him 
what to do. 

* Personally, I want Mr. Low to be Mayor 
of Greater New York. I think he is edmir- 
ably qualified for the office, both on account 
of his experience and from his perfect 
knowledge of the Greater New York charter. 

There is no use saying that I think he 
will be elected by going it alone, because I 
don't believe so. He must get the indorse- 
ment of the Republican machine if he is to 
be elected. 

Now, I do not say that the machine is 
all wrong about this matter.

Mr. Low Uncertain. 


Mr. Low is represented as being in a very 
unsettled state of mind over the situation, 
and not a little amazed to find that his can- 
didacy is not a ‘“ unifying force as yet. 
When he reached this city last week he was 
hopeful that a basis of union with the Re- 
publicans could be established, and a num- 
ber of his friends have been at work to 
bring it about. The Brooklyn Committee of 
Fifty, which is controlled by Mr. Low's 
friends, has practically gone out of busi- 
ness, it is said, and bemoans the precipitancy 
of the Citizens’ union in putting Mr. Low 
in the field on Sept 1.

Drama Tells a Simple, Straightforward 
Love Story, but Interest Lacks in 
the Characters—Differs from Others 
of Its Class in Being Mostly Devoid 
of Hairbreadth Escapes and Clash 
of Arms—How the Company Does 
Its Part. 


Otis Skinner appeared last night at the 
Grand Opera-House tn the double capacity of 
author and actor. His aims are unpre- 
tentious, and he does not even give. himself 
the credit of the authorship of “ Prince 
Rudolph,“ which is founded upon a half- 
forgotten tale by Robert Louis Stevenson. 
We must judge of the results accordingly, 
and not scrutinize too severely the acting of 
a company which is—to tell the truth—no 
better than a star's support ought to be. 

The play is somewhat different from others 
of its class in that, while it certainly owes 
Its existence to the Prisoner of Zenda.“ It 
is devoid for the most part of those hair- 
breadth escapes and the frequent clash of 
arms which we expect in the romantic 
Grama. We have, indeed, one duel fought to 
the accompaniment of lively music and just 
a touch of the inevitable comic relief. 

We had almost congratulated ourselves 
upon escaping the ordeal entirely when a 
Scotchman was brought upon the stage: 
with a hybrid accent and a hiatus in his, 
nether garments. Why it was deemed nec- 


essary to introduce a pseudo Gaelic dialect 


into a play whose scene is laid in Germany 
it is impossible to explain, except by the 
fact that every playwright at present seems 
to have a fatal desire to be funny at the ex- 
pense of his audience. 


Simple Love Story. 

For the most part, however, the play con- 
tains a simple, straightforward love story, 
which somehow fails of its due effect be- 
cause we are totally unable to get interested 
in the characters. 

Prince Rudolph is a good enough fellow in 
his way, and the fact that he is more fond 
of hunting than of the council chamber is 
all to his credit. But the Princess is quite 
impossible. Either the author has drawn 
an unsympathetic character or Miss Maud 
Durbin has been unable to present the true 
picture. In the earlier scenes she is wanting 
in dignity, especially during her first quar- 
rel with the Prince, where her exit with the 
cry of ‘*‘ divorce ’’ upon her lips arouses an 
unexpected mirth in the audience. 

As the play goes on her actions become 
more and more unaccountable—which is not 
the fault of the actress—and her last scene, 
which ought to be pathetic, Is spoilt by an 
unnecessarily battered appearance, remind- 
ing one of Mr. Mansfield’s makeup for the 
last act of the Baron Chevrial. The Princess 
has just fled from the capital, where she has 
been in full possession of health and power. 
So it is rather absurd to present her in the 
last act as if she were in the last stages of 
consumption. 


Mr. Skinner’s Part. 


Mr. Skinner’s Prince Rudolph was hardly 
worthy of the reputation that he has ac- 
quired in the past. Compared with the rest 
of his company he is a finished actor, but he 
loses style by the mere force of his sur- 
roundings. With strong support and a good 
stage setting Mr. Skinner might cut an im- 
posing figure in a romantic play of this 
nature.. But he can hardly expect to create 
the right sensation with scenery that is in- 
adequate and men and women about him 
who never could look like real courtiers. 

That is at present the great drawback to 
Mr. Skinner's success. The star system has 
ruined him for artistic purposes by placing 
him in a position which is unworthy of his 


talents. Moreover, it is likely to expose his 


faults. Often last night he was guilty of 
those conventional tricks of speech and man- 
ner which are only found upon the stage, and 
ought to be eradicated with the utmost care. 
His entrances, for instance, were marked by 


a comic opera jauntiness which was intend- ; 


ed, presumably, to suggest the buoyant 
character of the hero, but realiy reminded 
one a little of Miss Lessing in Jack and the 
Beanstalk.“ And then a commendable de- 
sire to articulate is often carried to an un- 
natural extreme, so that words and syllables 
which are unimportant are given an undue 
prominence.

UPS AND DOWNS OF SILVER. 

Two weeks ago the price of silver bullion 
in New York dropped to 51% cents an ounce. 
It is possible that considerable silver was 
thrown on the market and that pulled down 
the price. But some of the Western silver 
mine owners took it for granted that the 
drop was permanent aid closed their mines. 
Since then the price of silver has been 
gradually advancing, though there is no 
apparent reason for it. There has been no 
friendly legislation“ and no prospect of 
any. There does not seem to have been 
any marked commercial demand. 

Yesterday bar silver sold for 59% cents 
an ounce in New Vork. This is an ad- 
vance of nearly 15 per cent on the low price 
prevailing at the commencement of the 
month. There may be a further advance 
or Monday’s quotation may have been due 
to some speculative movement which will 
run its course speedily. 

But whatever may be the reason for the 
rapid decline in the price of silver and the 
equally rapid rise, thé fact remains that the 
market for silver is more unstable than that 
of any other commodity. Iron, steel, cop- 
per, and other metals bob up and down in 
price, but not one of them has the unsteadi- 
ness of silver. It is unusual for that metal 
to bring the same price two days in suc- 
céssion. 

And yet this most uncertain of all metals 
is the one which Bryan and his set wish to 
see adopted as the monetary standard of 
the United States. If this country were on 
the silver basis, with a 37144-grain silver 
dollar as the unit, that dollar would have 
been worth a little less than 40 cents two 
weeks ago and would be worth 43½ cents 
now. In ‘a fortnight the purchasing power 
of the dollar would have varie? over five 
cents.

ELKINS IS THE AUTHOR. 


WEST VIRGINIA SENATOR CLEARS 
UP A MYSTERY. 


Acknowledges the Responsibility for 
the Paragraph in the Dingley Bill 
Providing for a Discriminating 
Duty on oods Imported on Foreign 
Ships—Says Its Rejection Will Give 
American Shipping a Setback of 


Twenty-five Years.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—[Special.]— 
Senator Stephen B. Bikins of West Virginia 
acknowledges that he is the hitherto un- 
known author of section 22, the mysterious 
paragraph in the new tariff bill putting 
penalties upon goods carried into the coun- 
try by foreign transportation companies. 

Senator Elkins, in speaking of the section, 
said today: 

“IT am not ashamed of the part I have 
played. I am proud of it. The section 
would have meant for the ocean what the 
tariff does for the land. I think it was 
American, and for that reason I pushed it. 

This country is bound to be the mistress 
of the seas just as soon as we get time to at- 
tend to it. I wanted to hurry it along. There 
was no trick about it at all. Isimply worked 
to succeed. Of course, I was not going to 
tell those opposed to the scheme all about it. 

During President Harrison’s administra- 
tion we came very near reaching this end. 
Secretary Windom, two days before he died, 
drew up a resolution in pencil with this 
end in view. Had he lived it would have 
been pushed. lam going to push it now.

NEW MINISTER TO ECUADOR.

TARGET RECORDS AT SHERIDAN. 


Scores Not Up to Those of Preliminary 
Practice, Though Conditions 
Favor—The Figures. 


Rectangular target firing in the annual 
competition at Fort Sheridan was continved 
yesterday under favorable conditions, the 
breeze not being sufficiently strong to inter- 
fere with marksmanship. Yet the score of 
177, which Carr made in the preliminary 
practice, was not equaled, the highest score 
made being 170, by Sergeant S. J. Erazmus.

ARMOR PLATE BY NEW PROCESS 


Government Officials Consult with J. 
H. Carpenter, Who Offers to Make 
It for $100 Per Ton. 


Reading, Pa., Sept. 20.—Several govern- 
ment officials were in this city last week in 
consultation with J H. Carpenter, the steel 
projectile manufacturer, whose proposition 
to make armor-plate for $100 a ton is now 
before the Armor board. By his new methods 
he claims to have eliminated a serious dif- 
ficulty which all have to contend with, that 
is, the acid reactions in the molten metal, 
which have prevented steel from being used 
with more confidence and saving enormous 
wastage of castings which could not be 
used, because they were unsound and full 
of blowholes. 

A plant is now being erected at Cramp & 
ards at Philadelphia under Mr. 
Carpenter’s supervision, which will soon be 
ready for the making of castings and the 

on of any further experimental 
work which he may desire to enter into. 

The present method of making steel armor- 
plate is by the open hearth "’ process, and 
it takes from eight to ten hours to con- 
vert iron mixed with steel scrap into steel, 
while by the new process the same amount 
of steel is made in less than an hour and 
without the difficulties of casting incident 
to the open hearth method.

AIS ARMY IN YELLOW 


Harrison Is to Have a Street 
Cleaning Brigade. 


FOR DOWN-TOWN WAYS. 


Two Hundred Knights of the 
Broom to Be Hired. 


SCHEME FOR SWEET ALLEYS. 


Mayor Harrison has decided to have Chi- 
cago’s down-town streets swept clean and 
kept clean. To do this 200 men in yellow 
uniforms, corresponding save in hue with 
the Gotham “white wings,“ will be put 
to work. Twenty-five of them will begin 
tomorrow, and additions will be made from 
week to week until the full quota of the 
army in yellow is completed. The unusual 
color is adopted because it can be seen con- 
spicuously in the street crowds, and drivers 
and cyclists will be careful not to run down 
the wielders of the brooms. 

The Mayor always has looked with favor 
on the “ white angels” of the South Park 
board in Chicago, and when, on his recent 
trip East, he saw similar systems in vogue 
in New York and other cities, he decided to 
have it adopted here. 

Commissioner McGann, who seconds the 
Mayor in the departure, expects Street 
Cleaning Contractor Cooper to supply the 
brigade in consideration of being allowed 


‘to use machines in the first district instead 


of doing the work by hand. 

The Mayor also grew emphatic yesterday 
in speaking of his intention to strictly en- 
force the ordinance prohibiting the throwing 
of waste paper in the street. Metal boxes 
for the reception of paper and other classes 
of combustible material wfll be placed at 
the corners. 

The alleys down-town will be kept as clean 
as the streets under the new plan. The 
Mayor is much impressed with the sweet- 
ness of the alleys in the Eastern cities, and 
will strive to have those in down-town Chi- 
cago clean, too. Property-owners will be 
asked to coéperate with the city authorities 
to improve the condition of these ways, and 
an effort will be made to have the alleys 
paved with asphalt and kept clear of heavy 
teams. 

Mayor Harrison said: “In Pittsburg the 
alleys in the central portion of the city are 
kept as clean as the strects. I found prop- 
erty fronting on alleys used for business 
purposes. The income of the property-owner 
was doubled, as the property had a rental 
value on two sides. If the property-owners 
here will codperate with me we can have the 
same result, with sanitary and financial 
profit. If they will pave the alleys I will 
help keep them clean.“ 


MAY ASK NEW GARBAGE BIDS. 


Mayor and Commissioner of Public 
Works Discuss the Five-Year 
Contract Situation. 


Commissioner of Public Works McGann 
said yesterday he thought the five-year 
garbage contract would be let this week, 
while Mayor Harrison would not fix any 
time and intimated that perhaps all the 
present bids might be thrown out and an 
entirely new set advertised for. 

It seems to be pretty certain the Wright 
or lowest bid will not be considered. It is 
a cremation and not a reduction system. 
The latter is the one favored. Commissioner 
McGann said: 

* Philadelphia, which has both the crema- 
tion and reduction systems in use, will throw 
out the former as soon as its contract has 
expired, and the officials there say it is en- 
tirely out of date. What we want is a good 
reduction system.“ 

Neither the Mayor nor the Commissioner 
would declare themselves in favor of any 
one of the three reduction systems which 
bid on the contract, but the general under- 
standing is they favor the Arnold, for which 
James Burke put in a bid, and it is expected 
he will get the contract. His bid is 
$2,500,000, against $1,900,000 for the Flynn 
system, $1,800,000 for the Holthaus, and 
$2,800,000 for the Chamberlain. The Wright 
system put in a bid of $1,200,000, but there 
does not seem to be any disposition to con- 
sider it. 

In the meantime the Aldermen are still 
busy putting up schemes whereby they can 
have something to say about the letting of 
the contract. The word has gone out among 
them there is ‘* $200,000 in it,”’ and this is 
too big a bit to be overlooked. They are 
still unable to devise any scheme, however, 
of getting their fingers into the pie, and when 
the Mayor was asked about it yesterday he 
replied: 

I they want to study the garbage ques- 
tion they can go out and inspect Chicago's 
reduction works after the contract is let 
and they are erected.”’ 


FAVORS TEACHING THE BLIND. 


Mayor Tells a Committee He Will Lend 
His Aid to the Public School 
Plan. 


A committee composed of Mrs. L. E. Mo- 
Gann, Thomas Brenan, and Mrs. E. P. 
Sampson, called upon Mayor Harrison yes- 
terday to ask his codperation in a plan to 
instruct blind children in the public schools. 
The Mayor promised to do all he could to 
assist the School board and said he was in 
sympathy with the movement. The matter 
is expected to come up before the Council 
on Monday evening next. 


Park Board Controls Diversey. 

Corporation Counsel Thornton yesterday 
decided that Diversey avenue, between Clark 
street and the river, was legally in the con- 
trol of the Lincoln Park Commissioners, 
and if they did not assume charge of it and 
turn it into a boulevard legal steps should 
be taken to compel them to. 


ILLINOIS DAY AT NASHVILLE. 


Governor Tanner Writes to Mayor Har- 
rison Urging a Large Attend- 
ance of Chicago People. 


Governor Tanner has written a letter to 
Mayor Marrison calling his attention to the 
fact that Oct. 9 is to be Illinois dax at the 
Nashville exposition. The Governor cites 
the low rates made by all railroads and 
urges the Mayor to set before the people of 
Chicago the importance of as many attend- 
ing at that time as possibly can do so. An 
interesting program will be carried out.

EMMA DAVIS, THE VICTIM, PASSES 
THROUGH CHICAGO, 


Little Girl Relates Her Experiences 
with the Tuabbs Family in Califor- 
nia—Declares They Horsewhipped 
Her and, Locked Her in a Room 
Home in England—Appearance of 

the Child. 


“They whipped me with a horsewhip and 
locked me in a room for days at a time,” 
said little Emma Davis, the English girl 
whose abuse at the hands of the Tubbs 
family caused the California Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children to send 
her to her parents across the water. 

The heroine of this story of nineteenth 
century cruelty spent five hours in Chicago 
yesterday on her way back to England. She 
came via the Burlington route and was met 
by a blue-badged officer of the Travelers’ 
Aid society and was taken by her to the 
X. W. C. A. home at 288 Michigan avenue. 


Appearance of the Child. 


Notwithstanding the many shades of tan 
painted there by the California sun the face 
of Emma Davis indicates good birth and 
traces of breeding, which years of cruel treat- 
ment could not obliterate. Except for her 
hands, which hard manual labor has made 
misshapen and unnaturally large, Emma 
Davis looks the child of ordinary well-to-do 
parents. 

Her dark blue eyes, though the cowed ex- 
pression is much in evidence, are clear and 
honest looking. The curves in the child’s 
lips denote sweetness of disposition and 
innate strength of character. 

She is slight, but tall for her 12% years. 
Her dress was of gray flannel, and she car- 
ried a wrap of brown plaid. Everything 
was plainly made and new. 

She displayed. a characteristic English 
reticence when asked to tell her story, but 
when closely questioned answered ina dis- 
tinctly British accent. 

Tells a Story of Cruelty. 

** My father is a gardener,’’ she said,. and 
I live at Rock Ferry, near Liverpool. When 
I was 9 years old Mrs. Tubbs came to visit 
her sister, who was a neighbor of mamma. 
She told my mamma she was coming to the 
United States, where her husband had 
bought land some time before.

FLUCTUATIONS FREQUENT — LITTLE 
REFERENCE TO CONSIDERATIONS. 


Most of the Statistical Announcements 
Are Bearish—Heayy World's Ship- 
ments and Primary Recetpts—In- 
dian Crop Prospects Said te Be Good 
Speculation in Provisions at Low 
Ebb—Surprise in the Visible Show- 
ing of Corn—All News Ballish. 


There were even more than the ordinary 
opportunities for whipsaws” in yester- 
day’s wheat market. The feeling was de- 
cidedly mixed and the scalpers had great 
difficulty in figuring out what the market 
would do for ten minutes ata time. Right 
after the opening it

decline. Within a few 
minutes December 
wheat was selling at 
98%c or a full cent 
above the closing 
price of Saturday. 
Late in the day there 
was another period of 
weakness, in which 
December wheat sold 
down to 919g , but a 
later rally closed the 
market at 92%c forDe- 
cember and 02%&c for 
May. The difference 
between the three 
trading futures was 
as variable as the 
market. In a general 
way the statistics of 
the day were de- 
f cidedly bearish. The 
Northwest had 1,313

year ago. Together with the heavy move- 
ment come reports that the inspection is 
showing a decided improvement in the 
spring wheat received. Of the receipts at 
Minneapolis yesterday 20 per cent were con- 
tract wheat.

The excess of American shipments over 
those of last year could not be logically con- 
sidered an influence against prices, partic- 
ularly as last week's heavy clearances were 
cite as a bullish factor. Russian offerings, 
however, were much heavier than they were 
last season. India shipped nothing, but 
cables were received telling that rains in 


India have come at just the right time, and 


that the harvest promise is excellent. Total 
world’s shipments were 10,600,000 bu, against 
8,190,000 bu the previous week and 7,470,000 
bu thé same week last year. Liverpool 
opened with an advance of %d, but closed 
with the net gain cut down told. Paris and 
Antwerp were both fractionally lower, and 
the English country markets were easy. 
Export clearances were 580,000 bu in wheat

IRON MILLS AND FURNACES REFUSE 
NEW ORDERS AT PRESENT PRICES, 


Sales Are Not Increasing, but Enough 
Work Has Been Taken to Keep Mill 
Men Busy for the Rest of the Tear 
southern Furnaces Advance Pig 
Iron 50 Centse—Santa Fe Places a 
Large Order for Bridge Ma- 
terial. '

Iron sales are not particularly increasing, 
but in the trade this is said to be because 
mills and furnaces have taken all the busi- 
ness they can handle during the balance of 
the year and do not care to make prices at 
this time on iron to be delivered next year. 
With buyers, however, the situation is alto- 
gether different. The tendency of the mar- 
ket is such that they have everything to 


gain and nothing to lose by placing all the 
orders they can induce the mill men to take 


at present prices. This willingness to buy 
now is more pronounced on the part of steel 
than iron. Small users of the latter have 
about made up their minds they will do as 
well to wait awhile and not anticipate next 
year’s requirements too far. But the free 
purchases by large users are on a scale to 
entirely offset the moderate wants of the 
smaller consumers. The Iron Trade Re- 
view has a report that the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and Railroad company is fully sold up on 
pig iron for the balance of this year, and has 
withdgawn from the maket. Several othe 
Southern furnaces are also said to be in 
nearly the same condition, having very little 
lron for delivery this year. The Sloss Iron 
and Steel company is reported to be short of 
several grades. As a consequence. there is 
very little Southern iron to be disposed of 
in this market in the balance of ihe year: 
The local furnaces are nearly as well sold. 
The mills here are also very well Looked, and 
have very little steel for sale to deliver this 
year. The Illinois Steel company’s Presi- 
dent is quoted to the effect that the com- 
pany’s order book is fuller than fora long 
time at this season of the year. 

Within a week the Southern furnaces have 
made two advances of 25c each on pig iron. 
Local furnaces have made one. To a cer- 


tain extent these advances may restrict purchases 
for the time being. Tonnage, however, has been 
on a very large scale. Some furnaces, both North 
and South, are reported to have placed all of their 
— for the balance of this year. Consump- 
tion Is much larger in this territory than for a 
long time and appears to be increasing, judging 
from the deliveries of pig iron. Foundries are 
taking iron faster than they contracted for, and 
are buying additional iron to covef new business 
in excess of anticipations. Quotations have been

Opening Session Called at the Sherman 
House—Congressman James Gunn of

The first annual convention of the National 
Homeseekers’ association met yesterday 
afternoon at the Sherman House. Fifty del- 
egates were on hand for the opening session, 
and permanent organization was effected 
by electing Congressman James Gunn ot 
Idaho chairman and George E. Girling of 
Chicago Secretary. 

The keynote of the movement was stated 
by Secretary Girling as follows: 

“ Recognizing the fact that the concentra- 
tion of population in the larger cities is 
detrimental to the best interests of the 
American nation, we advocate the turning of 
a tide of immigration on to unused, unoccu- 
pied, fertile agricultural lands, believing 
that in this manner hundreds of thousands 
of people will become home owners, inde- 
pendent and prosperous. We firmly believe 
that the safety of the republic is threatened 
by the concentration of population into the 
crowded. centers, and history teaches that 
those nations achieve the highest attain- 
ments where the majority of the people are 


present time nearly three-fourths of the 
American people are living in rented homes. 
Such a condition endangers the stability of 
the government.“ 

Business of the Session. 


The afternoon was principally given to lis- 
tening to talks by H. W. Campbell of Sicux 
City, Ia., and A. P. Cutter on farming in 
so-called desert regions ef western Kansas 
and Nebraska and eastern Colorado.

HIGH RATES AFFECT TRAFFIC. 


| East-Bound Shipments Last Week Suf- 


fered a Decrease Both by Rail 
and Lake Lines. 


East-bound shipments from Chicago suf- 
fered a serious decrease last week both by 
the lake and the railroad lines. The advance 
in the corn rate of 5 cents per 100 pounds 
from Chicago to New York, which went into 
effect on Sept..6, and the advance in lake 
rates last week, are mainly responsible for 
the decrease. Notwithstanding the bad ef- 
fect these advances have had a further ad- 
vance of 2% cents per 100 pounds in all grain 
rates, effective Oct. 15, has been decided 
upon by the Presidents of the Joint Traffic 
association roads. This will check the 
movement of grain via this point and cause 
its diversion via the gulf ports. Lake ship- 
ments last week were 57,000 tons less than 
for the week previous. 

Total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by ten east-bourd 
rodds last week were 44,383 tons, ye

PRESBYTERIAN. PASTORS CALL A 
HALT AT NEW POSTOFFICE SITE. 


Pass Resolutions Asking President Me- 
Kinley and Secretary Gage to See 
That the Day of Rest Is Respected 
by Government Contractors—Charn- 
ley Snarl Still Unraveled—Baptists 
See a Religious Trend Toward Or- 
thodoxy. 


President McKinley and Secretary of the 
Treasury Gage will be asked by the Presby- 
terian ministers of Chicago to have Sunday 
work stopped on the new Postoffice Build- 
ing. This was the tenoreof resolutions 
adopted by the clergymen at their weekly 
meeting yesterday in Emerson Hall. These 
resolutions will be sent to the Washington 
authorities. They were passed unanimously 
as follows: 

Whereas, It is with regret to all good citizens of 
Chicago that the Christian Sabbath is being vio- 
lated by the building of the new Postoffice and 
Custom-House in our city; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we, the members of the Presby- 
terian Ministers’ Association of Chicago, request 
that the officers of the government at Washing- 
ton having said building in charge, order and 
direct that the law of God be obeyed, and that ail 
labor on or connected with the construction of the 
said Postoffice and Custom-House be suspended 
on the Christian Sabbath, commonly called Sun- 
day; and further, be it 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be 
sent to the President of the United States and to 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Preceding the vote there was much dis- 
cussion of the question, but all who partici- 
pated denounced emphatically the practice 
of Sunday labor and those who encourage it. 

The ministers say they are confident that 
the federal authorities will act favorably in 
the matter, and that soon the peace of Sun- 
day will not be violated under the sanction 
of the government of the United States. 

Dr. Howard Agnew Johnston, pastor of 
the Forty-first Street Presbyterian Church, 
made an address on the subject The Re- 
Hgious Element in Fiction.“ 

The Charnley defalcation was not men- 
tioned at the meeting, but after it there was 
occasional mention of the matter, and all 


seemed to feel that the only practical way 


out of the difficulty was for the church to 
raise funds to equal the amount of the miss- 
ing money, so that the various educational 
institutions may not suffer.

“Mr. Charnley is gone and so is the 
money, and I don’t see what we can do 
about it. The surety company assures me 
that every effort is being made to appre- 
hend him and bring him to the bar. of 
justice, but so far it has not found him.” 

A meeting of the Board of Aid of which 
Charnley was treasurer will be held at 
Emerson Hall on Wednesday evening, and 
official action will be taken.

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INHERITANCE TAX LAW TEST. 


Appeal to the United States Supreme 


Court Being Prepared in C. B. 
Sawyer Estate. 


The first step was taken in the County 

Court yesterday toward a final settlement 
of the question whether the inheritance tax 
law of Illinois is valid. The statute has been 
upheld by the Supreme Court of this State, 
but it will now be taken to the Supreme Court 
gt the United States. 
This appeal will be made in the estate of 
Charles Bailey Sawyer, who died Jan. 6, 
1896. The heirs have refused to pay the m- 
heritance tax assessed. County Treasurer 
D. H. Kochersperger, through County At- 
torney Iles, filed a petition in the County 
Court to collect $6,970 tax from the estate. 
The heirs at the same time filed a petition 
for the removal of the case to the United 
States Circuit Court. Judge Carter entered 
an order of removal, and the case will be 
taken to the United States Supreme Court in 
due course. 

The petition of the County Treasurer sets 
forth that the County Court appoinied ap- 
praisers as provided by the statute and tne 
appraisers fixed the value of the estate at 
$600,000 above all debts and incumbrances. 


| The petition alleges the heirs have refused 


to pay the tax on the ground that the law 
vio the constitution of the United States 
in t it is unequal taxation, and thet to 

mpel them to pay the tax would be de- 
priving them of property without due process 
of law, which is unconstitutional.
